Our Banks 


State Superintendent of Banks Phillip C Berg, in a 
very readable and exhaustive review o f the condition of 
the state and private batiks of Ohio, discloses that the 
Buckeye banks, exclusive of the national banks, have re­ 
sources now amounting to over nine hundred and ei-hty- 
eight million dollars— nearly a billion. 
Necessarily, the review of Superintendent 
Berg is 
composed largely of figures and while the figures of n 
sources are of such size as to warrant a just feeling of 
p iide in the wealth of our hanks that.s not the lug thing 
which the review brings to the forefront. 
VV e ;ue, in these days, accustomed to big figures anc 
nothing in that line is very startling. 
The big outstan d in g 'feature is the fact that all out 
state banks are under Control and direction of the authori­ 
ties so that these vast resources are clean and available now 
when we need them most. 
For more than a decade past the people have been 
moving toward official supervision of the banks—state and 
“private—until now almost every state in the union has 
brought its hanks under the same supervision that the 
national banks have enjoyed for years. 
W e wonder, sometimes, if tile people realize what a 
powerful cog in the war machinery of the nation our na­ 
tional, state, private and reserve bank systems furnish. 
It is not difficult nor pleasant to imagine what turmoil and 
lack of coordinated financial effort would have resulted, 
had the tremendous financial strain imposed by the war, 
fallen upon us during the time tile old slip shod' no super­ 
vision, no control methods were in effect. 
People here in Fayette county have had a wonderful 
exhibition of the efficiency and patriotism of financial in­ 
stitutions—their willingness to do and their ability to do. 
Under present laws everything is available—resources of 
banks now days mean that bankers can bring instantly to 
• the aid of the government all that vast wealth of the 
nation. 
Fayette county has been put in the honor rank and 
kept there by the bankers, and what is true here is, largely, 
true everywhere in the country. 
T h a t’s the big thing in Mr. Berg’s report— it’* in be­ 
tween the lines. 
It’s the story of the progress of a people toward the 
proper goal, the reason for which is clear enough in tin 
developments of later years.
